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"EDITORIALS 
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Black H istory Being Lost 


Blacks in Ohio could do more to protect their history. The 
recent account by Dr. John E. Fleming on how he managed 
to save some of the valued historic papers of a military hero 
graphically illustrates this fact. 

Fleming, director for the National Afro-American 
Museum and Cultural Center Project of the Ohio Historical 
Society, came across an auction sale of items once belong- 
ing to Col. Charlies Young. Young, of course, is one of the 
most honored and decorated military officers to call Ohio 
his home. 

Considering that Young's achievements came during the 
late 1800s and early 1900s, they cause the man to stand out 
even more among military luminaries. Young was a gradu- 
ate of West Point, the third black to do so. He was appointed 

‘military attache to Haiti by President Theodore Roosevelt 
in-1904,later serving in Liberia during World War |. 

Much of Young's career was chronicled in his personal 
papers. Some of the papers now are in the hands of the 
National Afro-American Museum and Cultural Center 
Project. 

However, in retrieving the papers, Fleming had to act 
very much like the snooping detective. After learning 


Young's one-time belongings would be sold, he managed | — 


to learn from a local resident when the sale would take 
place, and where. 

Fleming managed to secure what he could using $500 
from the project's administration budget, but dealers from 
outside Ohio walked away with some of the best. artifacts 
and letters, Fleming explained. 

It would have been great if a way could have been found 
to have all the Young items go to the museum project for 
safekeeping for future generations to see. The museum 
project's hands are tied, as Fleming is without a budget to 
buy such items. ° 


What we can do--arrange to place the historical items of 


our people in the care of the museum project--is not being 
done. Thus great achievements of blacks like Young can 
get cast from the pages of history. — 

If we have items of historic significance, they should 
endure for our future generations. 


Easing Discrimination Burden 


The Oto Senate should follow the action of the House of . 
Representatives and approve the bill designed to speed up 
the processing of discrimination complaints by the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission. . 

State Rep. Ray Miller of Columbus says he sponsored 
House Bill 65 because “there's generally an extreme ineq- 
uity between the complaintant and the respondent in their 
financial ability to litigate a discrimination case. Most indi- 
‘ viduals cannot affofd to pay an attorney to carry on a 
lawsuit in their behalf for a period that might extend from 
two or three years or possibly more.” 

The bill approved by the House and sent to the Senate 
would give the commission no more than a year to act ona 
complaintalleging discrimination inemployment, housing, 
credit or public accommodation. 

The bill is long overdue and certainly would reduce the 
odds of companies using their financial advantage to pre- 
vent a discrimination complaint from even reaching the 
hearing stage because of delay after delay. 


The NAACP Resolves Dispute 


The National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) executive board answered a lot 
of prayers, Jast week, when it found a way to resolve the 
dispute between Board Chairwoman Margaret Bush Wil- 
son and Executive Director, Rev. Benjamin Hooks without 
splitting the board. 

Seldom has the board been more unified as it settled the 
matter with a finality that demonstrates a commitment and 
intent that the civil rights thrust of the NAACP not be inter- 
ferred with at this time. é 

The Wilson - Hooks disagreement evolved on a wave of 
. emotionalism, widely publicized in both print and elec- 
tronic media. While the dispute was highly publicized, the 
basis for it was not. 

Simply put, Wilson believes that the NAACP is “A big 
operation that is loosely run.” Her position paper to the 
board indicated that reports were late or omitted, deadlines 
were missed and bills were not being paid on time. 

We do not consider these concerns to be irrational or 
baseless and should be looked at by the board carefully 
and Clinically. It is unfortunate that personalities were 
evoked into a situation requiring selflessness. 

The NAACP is an organization whose business is Civil 
Rights. Its affairs and books should be oderly at all times. 
Members must not have to wait months for membership 
cards and Crisis magazines that never come. 

If there is substance in Wilson's allegations, and reme- 
dies can be enacted, Black Americans will be indebted 'to 
her for advocating a. tightening of the policies of the 
NAACP. 
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Those of us who are outsiders to 
the facts of what is going on inside 
the NAACP should recognize our 
status and keep an open mind. Be 
assured that we can depend onthe 
64 members of the organization's 
board of directors to analyze the 
situation and make the right 
decisions, 

People who give no support to 
the NAACP when it needs it are 
now more than eager to meddle 
and spread unfounded gossip. A 
promotional announcement on 
NBC's local television station in 
Washington, D.C., the Sunday 
after Marga Bush Wilson sus- 

en Hooks, promised 


that the two had split over Jesse 
Jackson's presidential ambitions. 
The 11 o'clock news, including an 
interview with Jackson, came and 
went with no clear explanation of 
the anticipated facts. 

A Black columnist on a white 
paper in New York, calling Wilson 
“this woman” in a scathing per- 
sonal attack, wants her to be fired 
because she (not Hooks) lacked 
good judgement. He first recog- 
nized that she had slipped from 
reality, he said, when she backed 
the NAACP legal suit against the 
white-controlied NAACP Legal 
Defense Fund (LDF) to stop the 
LDF from using the NAACP’s, 
initials. 

Of course, the judge agreed with 
the NAACP's judgment and 
ordered the LDF to stop the use of 
the NAACP's initials. In fact, this

Our children are sacreligiously prodded by the media thru 
T.V. programming, news, and commercials into feeling inferior to their 
white peers. We also feed this myth to our youth by permitting a white 
person to enter a black contest and carry away the sustenance of the 
parents and the dignity of the young people. When we, thru our miscal- 
culated sense of “fairness,” allow an act such as this to happen, we 
perpetuate injustice born of stupidity upon ourselves. | 

Secondly, white students are afforded many other opportunities for 
scholarships which black students are seldom, if ever, recipients. The 
Lions, Rotary, 4-H, Knights of Columbus, and other businesses, civic, 
and religious organizations offer scholarship assistance. Black students 
seldom are invited or are even made aware in order to participate and 
almost never receive winning honors. 

Why do we naively substitute benumbed analogy for fair play? This is 
another case of the classic pauper using all his substance to feed the 
prince.

Muddled Welfare Policy 


Welfare is the ultimate safety net 
program, the last resort of people 
who are in deepest need. It is also 
the leakiest of all our social insu- 
rance safety nets. It is inadequate 
to meet the most basic needs of 
the poorest, while providing no 
help for millions of poor people 
who can't meet tightened etigibitl- 
ity standards. 

The Administration's budget- 


Mama Knows Best 
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slashing in welfare expenditures 
forced the working poor off the 
rolls, causing tremendous human 
suffering. But the Administration 
is trumpeting what it calls the suc- 
cess of its welfare policies. 
itseems that a study it commis- 
sioned indicates that most of the 
working poor forced off the rolls 
did not quit their jobs to qualify for 
welfare Support, although they 
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would have come out ahead finan- 
Cclaily if they had done so. 

This is testimony to the strength 
of the work ethic among the poor, 
who don't seem to need the 
“Incentives” and tax the 
Administration offers the affiuent 
to encourage them to work harder 
and to produce more. 

Whatever the merits of the study 
though, there's nothing to cheer 
about. The government may have 
saved a little money by dropping 
poor people from the rolls, but the 
victims of those cuts have expe- 
rienced even lower living stand- 
ards, lower nutrition and less med- 
ical care. ‘ 

They've been robbed of the little 
help they needed to secure a bet- 
ter life. They are victims of the 
national hostility to welfare 
programs, 

Perhaps the most glaring exam- 
ple of that hostility is the estab- 
lishment of a poorhouse in Sacra- 


widespread uemployment and 
increasing destitution. , 


if the experience of the past two 
years has taught us anything, it is 
that welfare constitutes a vital 
safety net that needs to be 
improved and that those on wel- 
fare are there not because of per- 
sonal failings but because our 
economy doesn't provide job 
opportunities for all, 

We also should have learned 
that aiding the working poor 
should be an integral part of the 
welfare system. 

Almost a tenth of all workers live 
in poverty -- they just don’t earn 
enough to achieve a minimum 
decent standard of living. There is 
an enormous pool of workers who 
are’ prone to periods of unem- 
ployment and who earn very low 
wages when they do work. ‘ 


This is not an issue that will go 
away if and when the economy

600,000 Fraternity, Sorority Members 


Call For Summer March On Washington 


CHICAGO--Representatives of 
600,000 college-trained blacks 
endorsed & march on Washington 
and pledged support of voter reg- 
istration and minority economic 
development at a weekend con- 
ference in Chicago, at the Hyatt 
Regency O'Hare. 

The meeting, attended by 217 
dfficials of eight Greek-letter sor- 
orities and fraternities, was the 
first “Greek Leadership Confer- 
ence” to be called by the eight, on 
civil rights and economic issues, 
although they have cooperated on 
social and educational concerns 
for nearly 50 years. 

It was conducted in two plenary 
sessions and eight workshops 
around the theme of leveraging 
the combined strength of more 
than half a million college-trained 
blacks through networks, for 
communication and action. 


Both Rev. Lowery and Mrs. Wil- 
son cited the leadership potential 
of the organizations which have 
more than 4500 chapters in the 
U.S. and foreign countries. Most of 
the membership is in adult “grad- 
uate” chapters, according to Ozell 


Sutton, president of the sponsor- 
ing “Pan-Hellenic Council” of 
Greek-letter organizations, and 
chairman of the conference 


In addition to backing the pro- 
test march, renewed voter regis- 
tration efforts and economic 
development, the delegates calied 
for improved quality in elementary 
and secondary education. The 
vote on education was accompan- 


- ied by a blast at culturally biased 


tests, that called for close review of

Because it was 
not, blacks challenged the pub- 
lic accommodation law in the 
courts in a case called Plessey 
v. Ferguson, in 1896. He said 
that the court decided that 
blacks had rights and déclared 
that separate but equal was the 
law of the land.

“A simple question,” you might 
say, the New Yorker smiled. 
“For survival, of course,” he 
declared, adding, “That's par- 
tially right.” 

“The most important reason 
for eating is to nourish our 
bodies,” Schur said, continu- 
ing with a twinkle in his eye, 
“put, to conclude that we eat 
only to nourish our bodies is 
similar to saying that we dress 
only to keep warm.” 

“Just as we have both con- 
scious and unconscious rea- 
sons for selecting the clothes 
we wear, we also have a com- 
plex mixture of reasons for 
selecting the foods we eat,” he 
explained. 

in recent years, however, 
there has been a tendency to 
consider only the nutritional 
aspects of why people eat, he 
said. 

One of the most emotional 
debates of our time involves 
nutrition and the American 
diet. The volumes of advice, 
come professional and some 
not, on the ‘ideal’ diet is stag- 
gering, confusing and often 
contradictory, Schur warned.

Jackson's attorneys, John

ity of the most prejudicial 
nature.” 

The Dispatch said in their 
motion filed Monday in Frank- 
lin County Common Pleas 
Gourt-that-Dr--Jackson’s 
motion to dismiss “is nothing 
more’ than the hollow attempt 
of a criminal defendant, con- 
fronted with overwhelming 
inculpatory evidence, to divert 
the court's attention away from 
the issue -his guilt or 
innocence." 

The attorneys also said that 
the information the defense 
attorneys want from Feck and 
Yose can-be readily obtained 
from an alternative source. 


The Dispatch attorneys also 
argued that the psychiatrist

- Dispatch Attorneys Fight Subpeonas 


Even in cases of “egregious 
prosecutorial misconduct,” the 
courts have uniformly refused 
to dismiss indictments, the 
attorneys said. 

They said that the court has 
taken safeguards to make sure 
that Jackson's constitutional 
rights are guarded by transfer- 
ring the case to Akron, Oh. The 
trial is to begin there Aug. 22. 

They aregue that there has 
been no violation of Dr. Jack- 
son's right toa fair trial and 
said no court in this country 
has “dismissed an indictment 
based on the existence of 
adverse pre-trial publicity, 
regardless of its pervasive- 
ness.” 

“Enough is enough,” the 
attorneys said. 

“Every young lawyer is 
taught that when you have bad 
facts, emphasize the law, and 
when you have bad taw, 
emphasize the. facts. Con- 
fronted with both bad facts and 
bad law, it is apparent that Dr. 
Jackson seeks to try the crimi- 
nal justice system, the media or 
any other person or institution 
against whom he can level 
groundless assucations, in an 
attempt to avoid trial himself. 

“Equally apparent is the 
“conclusion that Dr. Jackson's 
self-righteous attacks upon 
‘others must now end and his 
own journey to justice begin,” 
the attorneys noted. 

At the very minimum, the 
attorneys said, “it is time for the 
criminal justice system to stop 
feeling guilty about and apol- 
ogizing for the prosecution of 
Dr. Jackson.” 

The attorneys said prosecu- 
tion should “be permitted to 
proceed vigorously with 
asserting the rights of the State 
of Ohio and the 38 rape victims, 
victims who have long awaited 
vindication for the terror and 
emotional scars they will 
forever endure.
